Bicentennial Bikers Get A Boost 
From New Transcontinental Route 


Attention, bikers! A trans- 
‘continental bike route com- 
memorating the Bicentennial is 
now being established. 

The Bikecentennial National 
Bicycle Route will transverse 
the continental U.S., crossing 
parts of Virginia, West Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky, Illinois, Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Colorado, Wyo- 
ming, Idaho and Oregon. 

The route was conceived and 
is being established by Bike- 
centennial, Inc., a nonprofit 
corporation involved in the co- 
ordination of the research, de- 
velopment and acceptance, of 
public bicycle routes. 

The new route has a special 
historical significance in that it 
will parallel or cross many of 
the early pioneer trails. In- 
cluded among the historic 
pathways are the routes.of the 
Lewis and Clark Expedition, 
Santa Fe Trail, Oregon Trail 
and Chisholm Trail.

THE FARM TRIBUNE 


HE, recession of 1974-75 could 

turn out to: be record-breaking in 
more than one respect. When all the 
statistics are in, ‘this recession may 
rank as not only the deepest recession 
of the post-World-War-Il cra, but also 
the shortest in duration. 

The recent contraction in business 
activity already seems secure in its pos- 
session of the record for severity. The 
rate of capacity utilization has reached 
a new low, and the rate of unemploy- 
ment has hit a new high. 

Conclusions as to the duration of 
this recession must at this moment be 
tentative. It is still difficult to define 
with precision the month in which the 
recession started, the month in which 
it ended, and hence the length of time 
it lasted. 


A brief review of developments in 
1974 and 1975 may be_ helpful. 
Throughout the first three quarters of 
last year the economy scemed to be 
moving sidewisc, rather than up or 
down. Industrial production wobbled 
up and down slightly during this nine- 
month period; but in September it 
stood almost exactly where it had stood 
in January. 

During that same period two im- 
portant industries, housing and auto-: 
mobiles, were obviously in trouble but 
this condition showed no signs of be- 
coming generalized throughout the 
economy. In fact, some other im- 
portant sectors (basic material-produc- 
ing industries) showed signs of still 
being in a boom phase. 

It would have been difficult, during 
the first three quarters of 1974, to 
describe the economy as being in a 
recession. Although the economy was 
clearly not in good health, there were 
none of the signs of the pervasive ac- 
celerating decline in production and 
employment that we usually regard as 
marking the onset of a’ general busi- 
ness contraction. 

And then came October 1974. The 
rapidity and pervasiveness of the cco- 
nomic decline following that month 
has been. startling. Between last

October and April 1975, industrial 
production fell by 12.3 per cent. In 
this phase, virtually all sectors of the 
economy shared. 

It is this sudden and rapid down- 
ward plunge, beginning in October 
1974, that seems most properly de- 
finable as the recession, In character, 
it has been dominated by shifts in the 
patterns of business inventory accumu- 
lation or reduction. 

What happened was that, through 
most of 1974, business was producing 
considerably more than it was selling 
and adding the difference to inven- 
tories. This is obviously a process that 
can't continue indefinitely, and it ended 
late last year. Then in 1975, finding 
themselves with more inventories than 
they wanted, business firms began to 
sell goods off the shelves and thus 
production was considerably below 
sales. This too is obviously a process 
that can’t go on very long and it is 
probably approaching its end. 

The magnitudes involved in this 
shifting pattern of inventory behavior 
are striking. In the last quarter of 1974, 
business firms produced almost $18 
billion worth of goods in excess of what 
they sold. In the first quarter of 1975, 
business firms produced $19 billion 
worth of goods less than they were able 
to sell to final purchasers. (Figures at 
annual rates.) No wonder production 
and employment took a deep dive be- 
ginning near the end of last year.

Clearly the problem of this reces- 
sion has not been a sudden drying up 
of demand on the part of final purchas- 
ers. The drop that began last October 
has been mainly, if not exclusively, a 
matter of changing inventory trends. 

It is important to note that for a 
turnaround to occur in production 
trends, it is not necessary that inven- 
tory, accumulation should be resumed, 
or even that inventory reduction should 
cease. All that need happen is that the 
rate of inventory reduction become 
somewhat slower than it was in the 
carly part of this year. 

With this background, IT take very 
seriously the multiplying signs that the 
deep economic plunge which began 
last October has now hit bottom. The 
actual bottom may have been in April, 
May. or June—it is too carly to say 
precisely but | would bet on one of 
those three months. 

If so, the total duration of the re- 
cession (period of business contrac- 
tion), dating it from October 1974, 
may be as short as six months. but 
almost certainly no more than cight 
months. This would make the 1974-75 
recession one of the shortest, and pos- 
sibly the shortest, of all recessions of 
the past 30 years. 


In expressing this judgment on the 
duration of the recession, I do not 
mean to convey an attitude of com- 
placency in regard to the underlying 
state of health of the cconomy. We have 
serious persistent problems which have 
stretched out over many years. Infla- 
tion continues, sometimes getting a 
little better, but usually getting worse 
as time passes. We have a shortage of 
capital which impairs the ability of our 
economy to grow. 

The rcal misfortune has. been the 
tendency to drop all concern about 
these underlying national problems, 
and concentrate attention on this pass- 
ing phenomenon, the recession. We 
suffer in the future from the reversals 
of national policy which occurred early 
this year much more than from. the 
recession itself.

PORTERVILLE..=— 
Obliterating an abandoned pack 
station, clearing a trail, and 
removing a dangerous, unused 
bridge, were projects completed 
recently in the Sequoia National 
forest by members of 20 clubs 
of the Central district of the 
California association of 4-Wheel 
Drive clubs (CA4WDC). 

Almost 100 people, with 
about 40 vehicles, participated 
in the weekend project 
organized by Richard Barletta of 
Exeter, conservation chairman 
of the. Central district of 
CA4WDC. 

The work projects were 
centered in the Quaking Aspen 
area of the Sequoia National 
forest indicated Jay Miller, 
resource officer of the Tule 
River district. Miller noted, “We 
are extremely pleased with the 
efforts of the club members - the 
work. projects they completed 
are valued at $4,000.”

If things work out this way, 
net farm income in California 
will decline some 43 percent. 

On the basis of 1974 figures, 
California’s five leading 
agricultural counties are Fresno, 
Kern, Tulare, Imperial and San 
Joaquin, in that order, these five 
counties accounting for 38 
percent of California’s farm 
production.
